This acknowledges receipt of your November 28, 2018, Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement

As a commercial requester, you will be charged 10 cents per page for 
duplication, and for search and review time at the per quarter-hour rate ($4.00 for clerical personnel, $7.00 for professional personnel, $10.25 for 
managerial personnel) of the searcher and reviewer. We will construe the submission of your request as an agreement to pay up to $25.00. You will 
be contacted before any further fees are accrued. 
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We have queried the appropriate program offices within ICE for responsive records. If any responsive records are located, they will be reviewed for 
determination of releasability. Please be assured that one of the processors in our office will respond to your request as expeditiously as possible. 
We appreciate your patience as we proceed with your request.
